Forty-three years ago today a world went mad with 
joy. Bells ran#, whistles shrieked, cannons boomed and 
people danced in the streets while the air was filled with 
rejoicing because an Armistice had been signed ending 
the battlefield slaughter that had claimed the lives of 
more than a hundred thousand Americans. 
“America will never forget” headlines shouted from 
coast to coast. 
But time marched on and with it the elements with­ 
ered the flowers and tattered the tiny flairs placed on 
hundreds of graves of our soldier dead. The glittering 
parades that passed through the streets of virtually ev­ 
ery city and hamlet of the nation preceding the trek to 
the cemetery gradually dwindled down to a mere hand­ 
ful of the faithful until today an Armistice Day cele­ 
bration is the exception rather than the rule. 
As the years have rolled past. Armistice Day, or as 
it has been re-named, Veterans Day celebrations and 
observances have been crowded into a tiny cubicle of the 
mind to be hunted un, brought out and dusted off every 
12 months by a pitifully few who remembered^ not to 
forget the sacrifices that preceded that Armistice Day 
two score and three years ago. 
Today this Nation stands in probablv its greatest 
peril since the founding fathers shook off the shackles 
of the parent country and declared themselves free men 
in a new nation. 
The same greed and lust that pushed a world into 
bloody conflict twice still lurks at the fringes waiting 
a chance to again turn a peaceful world into a horror of 
death and destruction. And thw time it was a weird bat­ 
tle— a war of nerves and intimidation, crowding close 
to the brink of war that could erupt at any second. 
Tt is long past time that we as good American citizens 
take a good lono- bard look at facts and ouit deluding 
ourselves with the old declaration “Tt couldn’t happen 
here.” Tt can hut whether it does or not is going to de­ 
pend on every American to remember. 
We must remember the men who fought on bloody 
fields from Trenton to Korea who stand on frontiers 
facing an enemv whose sole aim is to destrov our wav 
of life and impose his domination on everr man, wom­ 
an and child in these United States and even* other free 
country. 
We are not war mongers. We want peace hut most 
anybody will readily admit that nobody will attack a 
person he knows can pulverize them. 
T.et us remember those who lie beneath those crosses 
all over the world, victims of the iron hooves of War and 
the Four Horsemen, and demand that those who speak 
for us from high places see to it that this conntrv is 
so strong in every phase that it will impress even* other 
nation that an attack on our way of life would he just 
another term for national suicide. 
Across this nation and in cemeteries around the world 
we have more than 
half a million little white crosses 
marking the last resting places of our fellow citizens. 
T.et us remember that and resolve we shall individually 
do everything in our power to prevent the erection of 
anv more. 
There are those who say we have progressed and 
so we have. There are those who do not believe idealism 
and sentiment have any place in this workaday world; 
that we should hide our memories and gratitude from 
public view: that special sendees at the graveside of 
our departed comrades are out of date and^ should he 
relegated to the storehouse of obsolete holidays 
and 
buried under the blanket of forgetfulness. 
But we wonder. Today is one originally sot aside to 
honor the memories of the men and women who were 
cut down in the prime of their lives to defend our na­ 
tion and preserve its ideals. 
Unfortunately, November eleventh seems, each year,

From England comes word that 600 doctors each year are 
mi "rat in* abroad, where they can practice medicine without 
th* bureaucracy of the National tlealth Service.

Veterans Day, 1961 
November 11, 1918 — After Ihe 
great grinding sacrifices of the 
Meuse . Argonne campaign, the 
armistice was signed this morning. 
President Woodrow Wilson nailed 
the end of the struggle with these 
words: “ Everything for which Am 
erica fought has been accomplish­ 
ed. It will now be our fortunate

November 11, 1944 — It was a 
day of comparative calm on ihe 
Western front in Europe.Preoara- 
tions were being made for the next 
great offensive against the Ger­ 
mans. The attack jumped off one 
month later, when Hitler launched 
his own last convulsive offensive 
in what became known as the Bat­ 
tle of the Bulge. In the Pacific, 
American troops had successfully 
invaded the Philippines and were 
mopping up the Japanese 


C Novembr 11* 1950 — In Korea, 
the entire front was quiet, Unit­ 
ed Nations forces, mainly Ameri­ 
can, were getting ready for a drive 
that was to take one U. S, Dlvid- 
sion all the way to the Manchur­ 
ian border. But the Chinese Com­ 
munists already had entered ihe 
war with the first of their m asiive 
formations. 
This is how it was on Nov. 11, 
during three of our wartime years. 
On these three dates together vir­ 
tually all of the country’s 22 mil­ 
lion veterans were in uniform. The 
only other surviving Americans 
who are being honored this Veter­ 
ans day constitute the very small 
number who fought in the Spanish. 
American conflict or in the Indian 
wars. 
More than 90 per cent of our 
living veterans had one thing in 
common. They were civilians, not 
professional 
soldiers, 
sailors 
or 
airmen. They took up arms when 
the chips war down for their coun­ 
try. And they proved the terrible 
miscalculation of the aggressors 
who sneered that Americans were 
to pacifistic, too pampered and too 
soft to fight. 
This is the day of magnificently 
earned honor for every American 
who has served with the armed 
forces in time of war. It is also 
a day for the more than 7 million 
honored dead of the battle rosters 
from Lexington and Concord to 
the nameless mountain ridges of 
Korea. 
Their country salutes them for 
sacrifices and service that will live 
as long as the freedom they pre­ 
served.

Since histamine can cause allergic 
reactions, the cell is of interest in j 
i all allergies. 
The study of Drs. Juhlin and 
Shelley involved the acquired type 
I of cold sensitivity caused by his­ 
tamine. 
Persons with this allergy react 
| to a drop in skin tem perature 
whether it is produced by a breeze, 
contact with a cool object, or en­ 
tering an air-conditioned room. The 
cold produces a red. itching skin 
rash. In some cases there are 
more generalized reactions. For 
example, drinking ice water or eat-

X-RAYS URGED FOR 
EARLY CANCER DETECTION 
Periodic x-ray examinations for 
the detection of breast cancer in its 
early, curable stage have been 
recommended by three Philadel­ 
phia physicians. 
In order to achieve a high cure- 
rate, breast cancer must be diag­ 
nosed and treated before it spreads 
to other parts of the body, Drs. J. , 
Gershon-ohen, M.B. Hermel and S. i 
M. Berger said in a recent Journal 
of the American Medical Associa­ 
tion.

X-rays can detect breast cancers 
which cannot be felt and also can 
pinpoint their exact location. 
In a study of 1,312 women, fre e * 
of breast symptoms, who were x-1 
rayed at six-month intervals over a 


j period of five years, the authors1 
; said they found 23 cancers—an in­ 
cidence of 17.5 cases per 1,000. The 
majority, 12 cases, occurred in wo- j 
men between the ages of 41 and 
50. 
Probably 
the

important 
finding was that in 70 per cent of 
the cancers, the disease had not 
spread to other parts of the body, 
they said. 
The study indicates that delayed 
diagnosis and treatm ent of breast 
tumors can be avoided by periodic 
x-ray examinations of women over 
40, the authors .said. 
“We believe this method of tu­ 
mor screening could break the 
stalemate in attem pts to improve, 
the morbidity and mortality rates 
in this important category of can­ 
cer in women,” they continued.

2-4-D ON GARLIC AND 
ONION THIS FALL 


Have you ever had milk dump­ 
ed because of a garlic or onion 
flavor? 
If not, you may have 
had your wheat or other small 
grain docked because It contained 
bulbs of garlic or omon. These two 
weeds, like halitosis, are insidious. 
During most of the year they are 
inconspicious and give no cause 
for alarm. But they do taint milk 
and meat, thus causing heavy loss­ 
es in m arket value during early 
spring and the small grain har 
vest season 
Because of the three methods of 
propagation, 
seeds, aeiral bulb* 
lets and underground bulbs, these 
plants require successive treat­ 
ments to destroy them. 
The chemical 2, 4-D at 1H-2 ib. 
acid equivalent per acre will give 
satisfactory' kill of the growing 
plant but a new’ growth will oc­ 
cur from the seeds, bublets and 
bulbs in the soil. Therefore, repeat 
treatments are necessary. 
Three 
to 
four properly-timed 
sprayings are usually necessary to 
bring these weeds under satisfac­ 
tory' control. This spray schedule 
can be started either in the fall or 
apring. Fall treatments can be 


made soon on grass or fallow land 
but not on small grains 
The seeds, bulbs and bublets all 
start growth in the fall and mnke 
enough growth that they can be 
sprayed in November. An ester 
form of 2. 4-D should be used at a 
two pound per acre rate or 
gallon per acre of four pounds, acid 
equivalent 
material.

second 
spraying in April is essential to 
kill surviving plants and any new 
ones that come up. A third spray 
in November next year should get 
most of the remaining plants but a 
fourth spray in April of 1963 may 
be required.

Where onion and garlic are in a 
grass pasture or meadow, the 
spraying will not hurt the grass 
and need not interfere with the 
use of the grass for pasture, hay 
or seed production. 
Where land is in a small grain 
it will be necessary to put off 
spraying until spring and the rate 
of spray will have to be reduced 
j to *4 to 1 pound per acre. This 
! will not kill the plants but it will 
prevent formation of seed and 
aerial bulblets. If you have this 
situation, I would suggest you con­ 
tact your county agent for sugges. 
tions for procedures next spring 
and summer.

Recently u lot of questions have 
been asked about the use of lime. 
Several farm ers have told me that 
soybean yields on fields that were 
limed last year have increased by 
5 to 10 bushels per acre. Natural­ 
ly this is true only if the field need, 
ed lime Yields of other crops can 
be increased ti>o it lime is applied 
where it is needed. 
Briefly, here aie some of the 
things about lime that may help 
explain why the lime need 
on 
every field can be Important. Per­ 
haps they will help point out why 
lime ¡s called the "Key" to a soil 
fertility program. 
1, First of all, lime makes fer­ 
tilizer pay better returns. It in 
creases the efficiency of nitrogen 
in fertilizer. It also keeps the phos­ 
phate in that fertilizer in an avail­ 
able form. 
2 
Limestone supplies calcium 
and sometimes magnesium 
both 
of these are important plant foods. 
So you see. from that standooint 
lime is actually fertilizer, too 
3. Limestone corrects soil acti- 
dity This is related again to mak­ 
ing fertilizers more available, and 
correcting acidity makes it possib­ 
le to grow legume crops. 
4 Limestone reduces the avail- 
abilitv of toxic elements in acid 
soils. These toxic elements such 
as aluminum are sometimes harm­ 
ful to growing plants. 
5. Some of the trace minerals 
are made more available bv lime­ 
stone. An excellent example of this 
1« molybdenum. You can have a 
shortage of this minor element in 
an extremely acid soil. This short­ 
age may show up in 
soybean 
yields. An application of limestone 
corrects the shortage and 
boosts 
bean yield simply by making moly. 
bdenum available. 
6. A good lime situation speeds 
(he breakdown of soil organic mat­ 
ter and plant residue. This gives 
vou a better turnover of soil nitro 
gen and utilization of soil miner­ 
als. 
7 Limestone also improves soil 
structure, makes soil work better 
and increases aeration along with 
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; water absorption. 
The list could be expanded—but 
those seven reasons suggest m at 
there’s a lot to the lime story. They 
illustrate why lime is often referr­ 
ed to as the key to soil fertility. 
If lime ts the key, then * here 
you stand on lime becomes impor­ 
tant.

Grain Export Policies 
Acting Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles S. Murphy today named a 
Technical Committee on Grain Ex- 
i ports, composed of 10 U S. De- 
j partment of Agriculture officials, 
to review the policies and pro­ 
grams of the Commodity Credit 
. Corporation relating to grain ex- 
! ports. 
In recent months, a number of 
! questions concerning CCC export 
policies on grain have been raised 
by producers, the grain trade. Con­ 
gressional Committees and others. 
These questions include the use of 
payment - in - kind certificates for 
making export payments, the inter- 
changeability of these certificates, 
j the use of pavment-in-kind certifi 
j cates to pay for commodities for 
donation programs, the extent that 
grain for export movement should 
be draw’n from commercial or Gov- 
' ernrnenl stocks, and related ques- 
i tions. 
Under the 
payment-in-kind ex­ 
port program, payments 
in 
the 
form of certificates, are issued to 
exporters to bridge the price gap 
between U. S. m arket prices and 
world prices in order to assure 
that the United States gets a fair 
share of world export trade. The 
certificates issued on exports are 
redeemable in commodities held 
in the CCC-owmed inventory. 
The 10-man technical committee 
is being named to develop an ade­ 
quate basis for general review of 
these areas by USD A. 'Die commit­ 
tee will collect and examine data 
and information related 
to CCC 
grain export activities, will make 
economic analysis in this general 
area, and will seek to ascertain 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of alternative policies. From time 
to time, the committe will re­ 
port to the Board of Directors of 
CCC. 
In making the study, the commit­ 
tee will seek to obtain information 
from producers, the grain trade, 
exporters and others. 
It is not anticipated that any 
major changes in the policies now 
being followed in the areas speci­ 
fied for study will be made with­ 
out prior consultation with interest­ 
ed groups.

WASHINGTON—(NEAV—Several things have come to Tight 
that explain why the United States is lagging in space despite 
superior over-all U.S. science and technology. 


FIRST: THERE ARE STRONG INDICATIONS the Russians 
are ahead on key basic instrumentation. There is reason to 
believe the Reds can measure high temperatures more a^cu" 
rately. They can measure great thrusts more precisely, they, 
can measure extremely heavy weights more closely. They can 
measure some electromagnetic waves more finely. 
The ability to measure is cruciaL The m e a s u r in g or nign 
thrust is a prime prerequisite to building super-higMhruss , 
space rocket engines quickly and efficiently. 
. 
The ability to measure high temperatures is a prerequisite 
to developing superior metals for rockets and space ships. 


SECOND: THE RUSSIANS HAVE SHOWN a greater willing- 
ess to standardize in all aspects of their space work. 
This standardization results in more reliability, less cost, 
II means that any particular space project can be accom­ 
plished more quickly. 
The United States has more or less tailor-made every job. 
Tailor-making complicated electronic space gadgetry means 
creating new variations, each with a series of bugs that must 
be ironed out before the project can go ahead. The <^t in re­ 
liability as a result of this variety is tremendous. The U.S. has 
only 50 per cent success in getting its space vehicles into orbit. 


THIRD: THE UNITED STATES TRIES TO SQUEEZE the last 
ounce of performance out of every space component. This 
means increased complexity and a further lowering of reiia* 
bility. This constant refining is very expensive. 
if the U S. had spent more time and effort in making larger 
rockets and less time on refining the size of components, we 
would have done better. 
In other words, our space scientists have spent too imicti 
of their lime on minor refinements instead of looking for 
radical new approaches. 


FOURTH: THE RUSSIANS ARE APPARENTLY pouring 
more time and effort than the U.S. into some key areas of basic 
space research. They are, for example, putting a great deal of 
effort into celestial mechanics. 
The development of U.S. rockets and space vehicles has been 
held back bv a lack of basic research. Builders have often had 
to go beyond present dav U.S. scientific knowledge by guess 
and by rule of thumb. This has usually resulted in minor im­ 
provements at gr.eat cost. 
With more basic research, the U.S. could leapfrog ahead 
at much less expense and in much iess time, over the long 
run. 
. 
..... 
As one space scientist puts it. “No matter how many billions 
you spend you can only increase the speed of a race horse by 
a small amount in terms of miles per hour. Whereas if you 
invent an automobile you can multiply that speed up to a point. 
“And if you invent an airplane, or a rocket, you immediately 
jump into a whole new realm of speed. It’s much cheaper to 
make these big jumps by new routes.”

Forty-three years ago today a world went mad with 
joy. Bells ran#, whistles shrieked, cannons boomed and 
people danced in the streets while the air was filled with 
rejoicing* because an Armistice had been signed ending 
the battlefield slaughter that had claimed the lives of 
more than a hundred thousand Americans. 
“America will never forget” headlines shouted from 
coast to coast. 
But time marched on and with it the elements with­ 
ered the flowers and tattered the tiny flairs placed on 
hundreds of graves of our soldier dead. The glittering 
parades that passed through the streets of virtually ev­ 
ery city and hamlet of the nation preceding the trek to 
the cemetery gradually dwindled down to a mere hand­ 
ful of the faithful until today an Armistice Day cele­ 
bration is the exception rather than the nile. 
As the years have rolled past. Armistice Day, or a* 
it has been re-named, Veterans Day celebrations and 
observances have been crowded into a tiny cubicle of the 
mind to he hunted un, brought out and dusted off every 
12 months by a pitifully few who remembered not to 
forget the sacrifices that preceded that Armistice Day 
two score and three years ago. 
Today this Nation stands in probably its greatest 
peril since the founding fathers shook off the shackles 
of the parent country and declared themselves free men 
in a new* nation. 
The same greed and lust that pushed a world into 
bloody conflict twice still lurks at the fringes waiting 
a chance to again turn a peaceful world into a horror of 
death and destruction. And This time it was a weird bat­ 
tle—a war of nerves and intimidation, crowding close 
to the brink of war that could erupt at any second. 
Tt is long past time that we as good American citizens 
take a good long hard look at facts and onit deluding 
ourselves with the old declaration “Tt couldn't happen 
here.'* It can hut whether it does or not is going to de­ 
pend on every American to remember. 
We must remember the men who fought on bloody 
fields from Trenton to Korea who stand on frontiers 
facing an enemv whose sole aim Is to destroy our wav 
of life and impose his domination on even* man, wom­ 
an and child in these United States and even* other free 
country. 
We are not war mongers. We want peace hut most 
anybody will readily admit that nobody will attack a 
person he knows can pulverize them. 
Let us remember those who lie beneath those crosses 
all over the world, victims of the iron hooves of War and 
the Four Horsemen, and demand that those who speak 
for us from high places see to it that this countn* is 
so strong in every phase that it will imnress even* other 
nation that an attack on our wav of life would be just 
another term for national suicide. 
Across this nation and in cemeteries around the world 
we have more than 
half a million little white crosses 
marking the last resting places of our fellow citizens, 
T.et us remember that and resolve we shall individually 
do everything in our power to prevent the erection of 
am* more. 
There are those who say we have progressed and 
so we have. There are those who do not believe idealism 
and sentiment have any place in this workaday world; 
that we should hide our memories and gratitude from 
public view; that special sendees at the graveside of 
our departed comrades are out of date and should he 
relegated to the storehouse of obsolete holidays 
and 
buried under the blanket of forgetfulness. 
But we wonder. Today is one originally set aside to 
honor the memories of the men and women who were 
cut down in the prime of their lives to defend our na­ 
tion and presen*e its ideals. 
Unfortunately, November eleventh seems, each year, 
to become increasingly just another date on the calendar 
—the day too many of us are prone to forget.

From England comes word that 600 doctors each year are 
mi^eiting abroad, where they can practice medicine without 
th-* bureaucracy of the National llealth Service. 
When socialized medicine was imposed in Britain, nobody 
an icipated that. Nor did they anticipate that pre-medical 
students, who wafted to stay at home, would switch in large 
numbers to the study of veterinary medicine. 
The results: a shortage of doctors and a lower grade of 
health care. 
From Russia comes the admission that- state economic 
planning has resulted in prodigious waste. In some parts 
of Krushchevland huge factories stand completed, waiting 
for machinery that nobody made. Elsewhere, other sorts of 
machinery stand in sheds, crated and wrapped, because no­ 
body built the factories to house it. 
From Washington comes word that President Kennedy is 
dissatisfied with our own Economic Plan No. I, the farm 
program. The Administration’s program, which was to have 
reduced surpluses in feed grains and reduced costs to the 
taxpayers, has cut surpluses almost none and raised costs. 
The president is reported to be considering “tighter controls” 
to remedy the mess. 
Meanwhile, many in this nation advocate the first steps 
toward socializing our own medical care, which the British 
experience should show us will endanger the high standards 
of care we now have. 
And through the depressed areas act and its tax plans the 
Administration seeks larger Government control over in­ 
dustry’. (Our Government’s own enterprises lose many mil­ 
lions of the taxpayers’ dollars each year.)

2-4-D ON GARLIC AND 
ONION THIS FALL 


Have you ever bad milk dump­ 
ed because of a garlic or onion 
flavor? If not, you may have 
had your wheat or other small 
grain docked because It contained 
bulbs of garlic or onion. These two 
weeds, like halitosis, are Insidious. 
During most of the year they are 
inconspicious and give no cause 
for alarm. But they do taint milk 
and meat, thus causing heavy loss­ 
es in market value during early 
spring and the small grain har­ 
vest season 
Because of the three methods of 
propagation, seeds, aeiral bulb- 
lets and underground bulbs, these 
plants require successive treat­ 
ments to destroy them. 
The chemical 2. 4-D at I Vp*2 lh. 
acid equivalent per acre will give 
satisfactory kill of the growing 
plant but a new growth will oc- 
*■ cur from the seeds, bublets and 
’ bulbs In the aoli. Therefore, repeat 
treatments are necessary. 
Three to four properly-timed 
,T sprayings are usually necessary to 
bring these weeds under satisfae- 
■* tory control. This spray schedule 
* can be started either in the fall or 
spring. Fall treatments can be 


made soon on grass or fallow land 
but not on small grains. 
The seeds, bulbs and bublets all 
start growth in the fall and make 
enough growth that they car be 
i sprayed in November. An ester 
form of 2. 4-D should be used at a 
two pound per acre rate or Ms 
gallon per acre of four pounds acid 
equivalent 
material. 
A 
second 
spraying in April is essential to 
kill surviving plants and any new 
ones that come up. A third spray 
in November next year should get 
most of the remaining plants but a 
fourth spray in April of 1963 may 
be required. 
Where onion and garlic are In a 
grass pasture or meadow, toe 
spraying will not hurt the grass 
and need not Interfere with the 
use of the grass for pasture, hay 
or seed production. 
Where land is in a small grain 
it will be necessary to put off 
spraying until spring and the rate 
of spray will have to be reduced 
t o i t o i pound per acre. This 
will not kill the plants but It will 
prevent formation of seed and 
aerial bulblet? If you have this 
situation, I would suggest you con­ 
tact your county agent for sugges.

Sugar Beets, 
Mill for This 
District

Three demonstration sugar beet 
plots were grown in Scott County 
this year under the sponsorship of 
the Agriculture Extension Service 
and cooperating farmers. 
These were grown on the farms 
j of F. W. Van Horne and Schu 
chart Farms. Inc. of Sikeston route 
and O. L. Theissen of Chaffee, 
of Chaffee. Route I. 
The beets were planted from 
seeds furnished by the U. S. D. A 
and Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture Cooperatively. The plantings 
were made in mid April. 
The objectives were to obtain in 
formation on the yield, sugar con­ 
tent and quality, disea see resit dan­ 
ce, and insect infestation of six 
varieties and hybrids of sugar licet 
grown in the Mississippi River Val 
ley soils of Missouri. 
The varieties were selections 
made from the American Crystal 
Company 59-6060. from Holly Su­ 
gar Corporation, H C-2 and HOI2; 
and from the U. S. Dept, of Agr! 
culture U. S, H-2. U. S. 401 and 
S. L. 122 Y SP 5460D. These var­ 
ieties and hybrids were somewhat 
different In their reaction to dis 
seases such as curly top. Mack 
root. and Cercospora leaf spot, 
which are the major diseases to 
which we expect trouble. 
The plots were laid out and va­ 
rieties planted in ten foot rows 
replicated ten times in 2 ft. width 
rows. The area was fertilized with 
6-24.24 at 500 lbs. per acre. Seed 
were planted about four Inches 
apart in rows and thinned to I 
plant every 8 inches when in the 
4 to 6 leaf stage. 
Normally the sugar beets would 
be irrigated and handled largely 
by mechanical means. Chopping to 
a stand would be done by hand la­ 
bor or lf planned for by mechani 
cal means. 
The tonnage per acre In normal 
seasons would be IS to 18 tons of 
beets, without irrigation. Irriga­ 
tion would Increase tonnage and 
may increase sugar content Side 
dressing with SO lbs. or actual ni 
trogen also at time of thinning in­ 
creases yield. 
The soil type needed above all 
other requirements is a deep soil 
that is well drained internally', fer 
tile, 
and easily worked. 
Beets 
should do well in rotations with 
crops such as corn, sorghum, cot­ 
ton or soybeans. 
The Field Crops Department of 
Agriculture, Missouri College of 
Agriculture has experimental plant 
ing on the research farm at Por 
tageville, Missouri. In addition, se­ 
ven other counties in SHIMO had 
demonstraction plots this year: 
Incidence of disease in plots show 
ed Rhizoctonia root rot, leaf blight, 
and Cercorpora leaf spot as ma 
jor diseases, with differences in 
varietal resistance apparent. 
The normal field crop insects 
are also a problem cm sugar beets 
as spotted cucumber beetle, army 
worms, variegated cutworms, gar.

Cold weather is just around the 
corner, so this is a good tim* to 
I prepare your house for w.ntor. 
Many people could take steps now 
that would cut their fuel bill naif 
and make their house much more 
comfortable. 
If your house is not insulated. 
Insulation will pay big dividends 
both from the standpoint of fuel 
savings and comfort, You 
may 
need to insulate only the attic, or 
you may also need to insulate the 
walls depending upon the construe- 
! Won of your hmivc. If you live in 
; a one story house the place where 
you will get the greatest return 
1 on money spent on insulation is 
the attic. Either “batt type” or fill 
type insulation may be used, and 
this is a job you can do yourself. 
Just lay or spread the insulation 
! between the joists. Usually, the 
next most important place to insul­ 
ate is the outside walls, and this Is 
especially true if your house only 
has woa'her boarding on the out 
side. If you ate building a new 
house, vou can do this job In the 
process of constructing the house. 
If your house is already built, It 
will be necessary to get a custom 
operator to blow the insulation be- 
tween the studding. There are eas­ 
es where this tarp® 
insulation 
should probably not be used. For 
example, if your house is boxed 
and has building paper and siding 
i over this, it might be better not 
to insulate because of the dan­ 
ger of moisture condensation on 
j the insulation. This often causes 
j paint peeling. The source of this 
moisture Is from the inside of the 
house, and to prevent it, a vapor 
barrier must be installed. This 
be done by apnlying two coats of 
• aluminum paint to the inside walls. 
After painting with aluminum paint 
you can cover It with a decorative 
paint If the inside walls are pap­ 
ered, It will of course be neces­ 
sary to take the paper off. 
There are also other things that 
can be done to add to the comfort 
of your home. If your house has 
only weather boarding on the out­ 
side, covering the weather board­ 
ing with asbestos shingles or com­ 
position board will do much to 
prevent heat loss It Is important 
to use building felt under this sid­ 
ing to keep out the wind If thee 
foundation of your house is not en­ 
closed, enclosing the area under­ 
neath the house will help to pre­ 
vent cold floors. Storm doors and 
window's will add much to the com­ 
fort of your house. The best kind 
to use is the aluminum . comb 
screen and glass.

Minimum Pricing For 
Feed Grain Certificates 


The U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture today announced a mini­ 
mum pricing guideline for sales of 
Commodity Credit Corporation - 
owned corn and grain sorghum 
against certificates issued to pro­ 
ducers for diverting feed grain ac­ 
reage under the 1961 feed grain 
program. 
USDA officials stated that certi­ 
ficate sales will continue to be 
made at market prices but not at 
levels below generally prevailing 
prices received by farmers in the 
fall of 1960 for the 1960 crop. 
This action is in line with the 
policy stated by Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture Orville L. Freeman on 
July 21, 1961 as follows 
“CCC sale? policy under the 1961 
feed gram program is designed to 
carry out these objectives to hon­ 
or the Department’s general un­ 
derstanding with cooperators that 
they can expect to benefit by di­ 
verting their feed grain acreage to 
conservation uses; to assure rea­ 
sonable and stable prices to users 
of feed grain and consumers of 
farm income; and to permit feed 
grain prices during the marketing 
year generally to follow patterns, 
relative to harvest-time prices, si­ 
milar to those of recent years.” 
Legislation provided for paying 
participating producers for devot­ 
ing 1961 feed grain acreage to con­ 
serving uses through payments-in- 
kind from grain in the CCC in 
ventory. Provision was also made 
f-or producers to be Issued cash 
able sight drafts and for the CCC 
to act as their agents in market­ 
ing the payment-in-kind grain. CCC 
owned feed grains are being ^Md 
against these certificates 
USDA also stated that until fur 
ther notice, a1 CCC domestic db 
positions of corn and grain 
oi 
ghum for unrestricted use will be 
in redemption of certificates repre­ 
sented by payments under the 1961 
Vrain program. 


farm flocks averaging 306 hens per 
flock. 
According to these records, the 
commercial flock owner? averag­ 
ed a profit over feed costs of 
$3.00 per hen while farm flock o-vn- 
ers realized a profit of $8 36 per 
hen. Commercial flocks have con­ 
sistently produced highest returns 
per hen. For example, during the 
period 1949-61, income over feed 
cost per hen in commercial tens 
ha? ranged from a low of $2 14 
in 1957 to $4.92 in 1949. This com­ 
pared with a range of $1.61 in 
1957 to $4.00 in 1961. The reversal 
of this trend this year was due 
largely to two factors. First, many 
of the farm flocks produced broil­ 
er hatching eggs and owners of 
these flocks have enjoyed relative­ 
ly high egg prices this year Se­ 
condly, small flock owners are sell­ 
ing more of their eggs directly to 
retail stores and consumers and 
are thereby securing a better price 
for their eggs. Farm flock owners 
received an average price of 41 
cents per dozen while commercial 
flock owners received 38 cents 
per dozen for their eggs last year. 
Commercial flocks outproduced 
farm flocks according to these re­ 
cords. Commercial flocks av^ra^ed : 
225 eggs per hen compared to 200 j 
eggs per hen produced by farm 
flocks. Of course, the fact that se­ 
veral farm flock owners produced 
broiler hatching eggs means that 
they used breeds of birds that do 
not produce as many eggs as do 
breeds that are normally used for 
market egg production. 
As far as feed costs are con­ 
cerned, feed cost per dozen eggs 
produced was 21 cents per dozen 
in the case of commercial flocks ! 
compared to 25 cents lier dozen 
in farm flocks.

CROP REPORT SHOWS SUCCESS 
OF FEED GRAIN PROGRAM , 


Today’s harvest-time crop report 
has nailed a success sign on the 
1961 Feed Grain Program, accord­ 
ing to Acting Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Charles S. Murphy. 
It is now clear, he said, that 
feed grains consumption during the 
coming year will exceed 1961 pro­ 
duction, 
reversing 
a 
long-time 
trend. 
He put the cost of the new pro­ 
gram considerably below the sav­ 
ings which will result for taxpsy- 
I ers. 
Other benefits listed by the Act­ 
ing Secretary include: 
1. A sharp rise, probably a bil­ 
lion dollars or more, in 1961 farm 
income over that of 1960 as a re- 
j suit of feed grains production ad­ 
justment and other price support 
actions, as In the case of soybeans. 
2. Supply and price stability for 
feed grain buyers and the consum­ 
ers of livestock, dairy, poultry and 
cereal product* processed from 
I these grains. 
3. An impressive start in the re­ 
duction of government-owned feed 
grain stocks, leading to a slash rn 
the acquisitor transportation, stor­ 
age and interest costs which have 
been troubling taxpayers and their 
government. 
Mr. Murphy said the farm in­ 
come jump is already being reflec­ 
ted in the economy of rural areas 
through a pickup in sales of farm 
implements, 
cars 
and 
trucks, 
htusehold furnishings and applL 
j ances, 
Industrial 
districts will 
share this benefit, he added. 
He pointed out that while con­ 
servation payments for the 1961 
Feed Grains program will approxi­ 
mate $768 million, these payments 
to growers for adjusting produc­ 
tion are being made largely in kind 
with grains presently owned by 
the government. 
“However, if we did not have the 


1961 Feed 
Grain 
Program, the 
gross cost to the government would 
have 
been 
some $1,700,000,000. 
There fore, the ultimate savings to 
the taxpayers, by reason of the 
1961 Feed Grain Program, will be 
well over $500 million and possibly 
as much as one billion dollars,” 
The Acting Secretary said. 
The October IO crop report put? 
| 1961 feed grains production at 4.008 
million bushels as compared with 
an estimated 4.90 million bushels 
without the program, a downward 
adjustment of 892 million bushels.

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FINANCING OUR SCHOOLS 
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By RAYMOND MOLEY 
This year marks the eighth time 
that the U.S. Senate has approved 
a President’s recommendation for 
general Federal aid to the public 
schools. But in all previous occa- 
sions those proposals have failed 
to become law. The m easure is now 
before the House, which has fre­ 
quently been a 
fatal stumbling 
block to school aid legislation. But 
whatever the outcome of the cur­ 
rent debate, the drive for Federal 
aid of the kind proposed is rooted 
not In financial considerations nor 
educational policy. It is rooted and 
nourished in politics. 
I. The plan proposed for Federal 
aid rejects or omits the difficult 
and harder-to-sell methods of en­ 
couraging states and local com­ 
munities to solve their educational 
problems by ingenious devices to 
regain some of the tax sources 
pre-empted by tile Federal govern­ 
ment or by revising state and local 
systems ut taxation, it lakes ref­ 
uge in tile well-tenanted confines 


01 tile Federal Treasury and relies 
upon Hie quick but illusory pro­ 
position that the Federal income 
tax is inexnaustible. 
'if. Hie proposal includes states 
which may need aid along with 
those which certainty do not need 
aid. Thus it is a m easure to snare 
votes nom the rich slates—which 
are also more populous—to pas* it 
in tile House. There could be a 
harder word to describe this sort 
oi reward tor votes. 
3. The pressure for Federal aid 
comes not from the people who are 
le^ionsible for our schools rn the 
states and tile thousands of local 
communities, nor from the parents 
directly' af tee ted, but from organ­ 
ized pressure groups and lobbies.

States Do flood Job 
In a magnificent and truly spec­ 
tacular manner, the stales them­ 
selves have provided tor public 
education in 
tile past decades. 
Thousands of local communities 
have regarded the education of 
their children as un end worthy of 
any sacrifice. They have been rais­ 
ing their taxes year by year to 
hue more teachers, to pay those 
teachers more, and to build for 
their children the best schools in 
the world, it is a reprehensible 
sm ear upon those devoted people 
to say—as so many are saying — 
dial we have an educational slum 
w itll miserable teachers, untrained, 
undernourished and incompetent, 
and thai states and localities lack 
the capacity to meet legitimate 
needs. 
Between 192U-J0 and HMM)I pub­ 
lic se boon enrollment has riseu 45 
percent, public school expenditures 
have m a n btl percent. Even al­ 
lowing for a shrinkage in the value 
of the dollar by hail, the record is 
still amazing. School revenues are 
now about $16 billion. 
In lite seven years from 1945-46 
to 195J-54 revenues available for 
schools rose $527 million annually. 
From 1953-54 through 1960-61 they 
have risen at $954 million annually. 
In the past two years, the amount 
has exceeded a billion. At that rate 
our schools can be supported in the 
decade ahead at a rate which will 
reach the $24 to $30 billion a year 
estimated to be needed by 1970. 
Described as Tokenism 
ITte Federal aid plan. as amend­ 
ed in the Senate, would provide 
$850 million a year. This would 
leave the states and local com­ 
munities with from 95 to 97 percent 
of the burden. It is .strange indeed 
lo assume that if the states are 
assumed to be able to raise that 
amount, that they cannot raise the 
additional 3 to 5 percent. They too 
will benefit revenue-wise from the 
growth and expansion in the eco­ 
nomy so ardently and eloquently 
promised by the present Adminis­ 
tration In short the present plan in 
what I would call tokenism. Not a 
real assumption of the burden of 
the schools but a means of setting 
a precedent and establishing the 
principle that the Federal govern­ 
ment has a responsibility for the 
mticm’s public schools. 
Nevertheless, despite 
the 
fine 
record of the states and local com­ 
munities in meeting their responsi­ 
bilities, they are—like all of un­ 
human enough ic spare their tax­ 
payers as much as they van. Hence 


the prospect of Federal aid has 
already tended to lessen their con­ 
cern about meeting those respon­ 
sibilities. It may well appear that, 
if this present plan goes into ef­ 
fect, the schools will be losing as 
much in state and local support as 
they will get from Federal lar­ 
gesse. 
In fact the bill before the House 
seeks in a very clumsy way to 
prevent tile states from lessening 
their contributions to education. It 
is required ic Section 106 in the 
bill that states cannot reduce their 
state and local expenditures for 
education; and. in fact they must 
keep up their full allotment. This 
they must do whether they need 
the money or not. 
Since the end of the Second 
World War, state and local rev­ 
enues have more than tripled while 
I* ederal revenues have less than 
doubled. State and local govern- j 
ments could increase their income 
at an even faster rate if the Fed- j 
eral government would stop raiding 
their tax sources. The best way to 1 
help the states would be to reduce 
Federal expenditures and give the 
stales more of a chance to breathe. 
Tile most unimaginative of all 
methods of taxation is to load more 
on the Federal income tax. And 
perhaps 
since 
further 
Federal 
spending can be met only by bor­ 
rowing. it is the easiest for poli­ 
ticians to use without meeting the 
indignation of taxpayers. 
It is the Federal income tax — 
not Hie property tax — which has 1 
really reached its limit of return. 
It is already the highest in the 
world. 
There are alternative ways of 
providing money for the states and 
local communities other than Fed­ 
eral grants. When a bill for Fed­ 
eral aid for schools was before 
Congress twelve years ago. the 
amount proposed annually was $300 
million. At that time the amuse­ 
ment tax netted the Federal gov­ 
ernment $45o million. It would have 
t>een very simple to turn that tax 
back to the states and let them 
use it—if they would—for school 
support. 
Alternatives Rejerted 
In the debate in the Senate this j 
year, 
various 
suggestions 
were 
made of that sort, including a pro­ 
posal to turn back two cents on 
every cigarette package. All sud? 
proposals were vigorously voted 
down This was further proof that 
the majority was less interested in 
helping states support their own 
schools than In getting the Federal 
foot In the school doors of the 
nation. 
With reference to teachers’ sal­ 
aries and teacher supply, the sta­ 
tistics 
are 
irregular, 
conflicting 
and confusing. The United S tates1 
Office of Education in 1953 stated' 
that there was a shortage of 72.000 
teachers. In 1959 it said the short­ 
age was 195.000. This brought down 
severe criticism and so the Office 
of Education omitted any guess at 
all in 1960. lf the alleged shortage 
is determined by the ratio of pu­ 
pils and teachers, it would seem to 
be its ideal to reduce schools to 
the H egins idea of a teacher for 
every pupil. But over the past 30 
years tile number of employees in 
public education I higher and low­ 
er! has increa sed 140 percent; En-s 
roilment increased 45 percent. Be­ 
tween 1952-54 and 1960-61 the num­ 
ber of the instructional staff in the 
public schools has increased 39 per­ 
cent. Pupil enrollment has increas­ 
ed 29 percent. 
President Kennedy In his mes­ 
sage deplored the dreadful number 
of uncertified teachers. But these 
have declined sharply in ten years 
despite the fact that the standards 
of certification have been sharply 
raised. 
The earnings of teachers have 
risen in 30 years from an average 
of $1,400 to $5,013. In constant dol­ 
lars their earnings have increased 
26 percent, or faster than all other 
persons working for wages and sal­ 
aries. They have risen faster than 
those of Federal employees. 
In 
constant dollars their pay has in­ 
creased In ten years 40 percent. 
I .et us face a hard fact, however.; 
The real trouble w ith teachers’ ; 
salaries is the increasingly rigid 
salary schedules which are geared 
to college credit units and length of 
service rather than individual m er­ 
it and performance. This deters 
many gifted students from entering 
teaching and it attracts many of! 
lower capacities. We shall never I 
be able to pay all teachers what 
good teachers are wmrth. Indeed, a 
really gifted teacher is not working J 
for pay She is teaching because | 
she loves to teach. And never by 
any financial outlay can we get 
enough of the very best. They 
don’t exist. 
Finally I come to the Issue of 
Federal control and the good faith 
of the sponsors and of Congress 
who have solemnly promised that 
there will be no Federal control.

SECOND: THE RUSSIANS HAVE SHOWN a greater willing­ 
ness to standardize in all aspects of their space work. 
This standardization results in more reliability, less cost. 
It means that any particular space project can be accom­ 
plished more quickly. 
The United States has more or less tailor-made every job. 
Tailor-makmg complicated electronic space gadgetry means 
creating new variations, each with a series of bugs that must 
be ironed out before the project can go ahead. The cut in re­ 
liability as a result of this variety is tremendous. The U.S. has 
only 50 per cent success in getting its space vehicles into orbit. 


THIRD: THE UNITED STATES TRIES TO SQUEEZE the last! 
ounce of performance out of every space component. This 
means increased complexity and a further lowering of relia­ 
bility. This constant refining is very expensive. 
If the U S. had spent more time and effort in making larger 
rockets and less time on refining the size of components, we 
would have done better. 
In other words, our space scientists have spent too much 
of their time on minor reimcmeoU instead of looking for 
radical new approaches. 


FOURTH: THE RUSSIANS ARE APPARENTLY pouring 
more time and effort than the U.S. into som e key areas of basic 
space research. They are, for example, putting a great deal of 
effort into celestial mechanics. 
The developm ent of U S. rockets and space vehicles has been 
held back by a lack of basic research. Builders have often had 
to go beyond present-day U S. scientific knowledge by guess 
and by rule of thumb. This has usually resulted in minor im­ 
provements at grpat cost. 
W’ith more basic research, the U.S. could leapfrog ahead 
at much less expense and in much less time, over the long 
run. 
As one space scientist puts It. “No matter how many billions 
you spend you can only increase the speed of a race horse by 
a small amount in terms of miles per hour. Whereas if you 
invent an automobile you can multiply that speed up to a point. 
“And if you invent an airplane, or a rocket, you immediately 
jump into a whole new realm of speed. It s much cheaper to 
make these big jumps by new routes.”
